the following statement: --- 


On “arch 6, 1942, rzound 6 ofclock, 7 was at Lombanz, 2s 
sergeant of the Sth Brizrce, bsloning bo the 2rd Section of 
th: 1st Comoany Soebrg. Comrencer of the Section ws Sorgt. 


‘jor “SSU"SS. The section .7 soletors, consisting of some 
35° mon, ws lying on on inclins. At thit moment W2 vere shot 
| at from the front by Japnansse ane hshind vs there vere Jap nese 
tanks. ‘Suddenly T sv Sshind me 2 white towel floating on 2 
b stick, ‘'2 firoe in the ciroction of tho IJcnxnese assailtnts, 
but ot the siciit of the white flag we 111 2nd also the Japanese 
stonned firinz. * do not know who hee put un this flee. Ye 
Inia dom ovr eqvuimrent ond yifles one then walk2d over to the 
snemy with honds uv- They recoived vs ina frisnealy spirit, 


shook aenes 2n¢ disvribvted ciocolste and cigarets. The ene 
section of the 1st Company "ns to the “ost of us in the some 
| fiold, The n20012e of this section aia not knoy 2n¢ could not 
know thet the “7 section hae surrendered ond continued to 
fire, Tro of us than wont over to them, m:king knownrthe 
situation, 2ft21 "hich they also stooped fire 2né¢ joined us. 
Soms vovncee nod rem ined behind on the zrounds 2nd we re- 
guasted the Jnromnese soldiors to be 2llovr:d to fetch then. 
Together with five oth2r soldators of ovr gcetion we went over 
tha ¢crovnd to look for thos. vounded. “hile tronsvorting ons 
of the voundsd, 2 Jao wneso soldter, sitting in 2 tree, wis 
firing .t us with an qwtor-tte wooon, errsing the death of 
ths vovndod 274d two of our solciers. lames of ths victims and 
nervitritors 29rs vninoywn to ma. ‘Aiftir 1 stey of 2bovt mw hour 
thare with the onomy, 1 Ja. officer “sve he ordar that we 
had to merch in soose-mirch behine some Jencnese soldiers. 
Thrs ve were tron fror eoversda ground to 2 olctn. There we 
haa to sit dowm cne the “ornstian hovs were sepirrted from the 
thorovehbred Guroo2.ns. Myon wa wore searehed, while the 
Janranese soldisr took wy 1 ovr vossassions, Lite fount2in 
pons, “nteches, money, ste., 2von ovr identity disks and milt- 
tory hookl2t. “here ws 4 Jan. soldier wao trlkeée Duteh and 
who interrocitsd us one .fter the other, Likes nims, %ge, 
function, from "hore TS CM, “yer ve “anted to go ind where 
w-g the rove to Brnctoens. Drring this 4nterro 3 7tion 4 
Innenese nisne flew over Us. trom this 2line 7 newstvbe wos 
Cronpyec, which 1s tran by one of the J -panese. Tac vrosumed 
commanéor Looked throug ths nravers contrined in the trbe and 
| then started to shout rt his inferiors, from hich T undor- 
stooe thrt ic “1s ziving ordars.  -t one2 the Fananese ;

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we were shot -t from 7 mchinocun standing some 1C meters 
nearly onvosite, * felt T's shot in my volvis, fell down 
and noticsée tint the tvo followevictims tied to ms fell over 
mo. I think thar vars doac yt ones. I beenme wnconscious. 
This "1s only for - short timo, for when T regnined consciouse 
ness T still hoird the mehtnesgun ‘tring. TI herré that 
soverii  30p12 e71's6 in “lay: “Have vity and «111 mo", 

“nad haare thom orsaying, crosnins wmé e1allinzg for helv. “hen 
the ftring wes stopyrsd sors 25 or 30 Inncnese soldtars rads 

. rvsh for us with fixed bavonsts. T oretandsd to be dard, 
but T looked £% 1 while nt the activitics of the Jap*nese 
soldicrs 27¢ sxv thet “hey mdo 1 chtrzinzt movement in the 
Ciroction of ths soldturs lying on the ground still zroining 
ane scrorwrings. The sersaming 214 grocning of the victims 
zrov less ine cft27 2 moment T etd not hear the victins sny 
lonzer. Tf horrd somsbody «:1'’-inz bohiné ~e ne lost conscious 
noss. I do not ‘no’ hov lonzt Tt remined uneconsctous, but I 
astimte it to 52 cbout 3 horrs. 7 herird nothing ané thero- 
fore ec l%ad loudly "Ava thoy sons?" ‘ftor enlling threo 
times somson: erlicd back: "Yes, thev irs sone", | thon un- 
bovnd my wrists. “hen mv hinés wors loos: ine Tt sat wo, fT 
noticsd thrit mv clothin: ts wat “4th blood on my broist. 
Ton investiz:tion 7 foind tint 7 had 1 bLlasding ‘round on the 
rizht stds ine one on ti.c left side of my bretst. Tf vre- 
sumeé thon thit T hed baon tronsfixed vith 2 bryonet by 1

sround 14.°C o'clock, "es remained in the shrubbery, then ve 
stumblee off tozothor. “e faltered wronnd the file for 
throes divs, 7i¢ wfter “ony »rivetions, ve srrivec at the big 
communiestion ro.é fro Sosbeng to Lombang,) 
T covld not walk any more ane laid down in’. hut 75 msters 
fron th> rozc. JONES 71lso hirdly covlé “21k tny more and 
lrie don next to mo. “le bid ond wa roecived no food, hile 
“3 evenched our thirst vith raim-ster. After ~bovt 4 dsys 
JOWETS stumbled away ne ranted to zat heln. I then re- 
mained cnother six deys in that hut withovt food, until T was 
fatched svev by a Inpansse with » trve's, ec brought to 

Tsol2 2t Lembonz. From ticra thoy took mo to the "Christslijk 
Lyceum" (hizh school »buticin:), here I ws honrdaged up for 
the first tims. On Yarch 21 Tris trken to the Imenuvel 
Nosnite.
